PREFACE. 

The notes in this edition of JEschylus have been com- 
piled with the view of refreshing the memory of the student 
as to various difficulties, and suggesting what seems gene- 
rally received as the preferable interpretation. Copious 
references to Mr. Jelf s able edition of Kiihner's Greek 
Grammar have been added, as likely to suggest attention 
to many intricate constructions, and to make the student 
understand why, as well as what, ASschylus has written. 

It would be impossible, within such narrow limits, to 
enter into much discussion of various readings, or deep 
refinements of criticism ; moreover, the editor's object 
is simply to explain Dindorfs text (as the one most 
generally used), but it is hoped that, while by no means 
piofessing to supersede the use of larger commentaries, 
these brief annotations will be found useful companions, 
and that, while giving the most probable results of lengthy 
investigations, they will save the student some trouble, 
and contribute to that habit of accurate construing, which 
must ever be the base of all solid and useful scholarship. 
In the present play, and in the Septem contra Thebas, 
great use has been made of the labours of the Rev. J. 
Griffiths, M.A., Subwarden of Wadham College, whose 
collection of annotations displays most praiseworthy dili- 
gence and accuracy. r

INTRODUCTION. 



Prombtheus, son of the Titan Jupiter {Hes. Theog. 
628) by Clymene, and brother of Atlas and Epimetheus 
(id. 507), or, according to iEschylus (Prom. 18), by The- 
mis*, is said to have practised various stratagems tending 
to ridicule the power of the gods, while he sought to exalt 
and benefit mortals to the utmost. 

" During the reign of Zeus, when gods and men were 
disputing with one another at Mecooe (afterwards Sicyon), 
Prometheus, with a view to deceive Jove and rival him in 
prudence, cut up a bull and divided it into two parts : he 
wrapped up the best parts and the intestines in the skin, 
and at the top he placed the stomach, which is one of the 
worst parts, while the second part consisted of the bones 
covered with fat. When Jove pointed out to him how 
badly he had made the division, Prometheus desired him 
to choose, but Zeus, in his anger, and seeing through the 
stratagem of Prometheus, chose the heap of bones covered 
with the fat The father of the gods avenged himself by

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withholding fire from mortals, but Prometheus stole it in a 
hollow tube (of fennel-giant. See vs. 110 of this play). 
Zeus now, in order to punish men, caused Hephaestus to 
mould a virgin, Pandora by name, whom Athena adorned 
with all the charms calculated to entice mortals; Pro- 
metheus himself was put in chains, and fastened to a 
pillar, where an eagle sent by Zeus consumed in the day- 
time his liver, which, in every succeeding night, was re- 
stored again. Prometheus was thus exposed to perpetual 
torture, but Hercules killed the eagle, and delivered the 
sufferer, with the consent of Zeus, who thus had an oppor- 
tunity of allowing his son to gain immortal fame (Hea. 
Theog. 521 sqq. ; Op. et Dies, 47 &c ; Hygin. Poet. Ast. ii. 
15; Apollod. ii. 5, § 11). Prometheus had cautioned his 
brother Epimetheus against accepting any present from 
Zeus, but Epimetheus, disregarding the advice, accepted 
Pandora, who was sent to him by Zeus, through the medi- 
ation of Hermes. Pandora then lifted the lid of the vessel 
in which the foresight of Prometheus had concealed all the 
evils which might torment mortals in life. Diseases and 
sufferings of every kind now issued forth, but deceitful 
hope alone remained behind (Hes. Op. et Diet, 88 &c. 
Comp. Horat. Corn*, i 8. 25 &c.)." 

Such is the legend related by Hesiod. The story, as 
dramatically treated by A&schylus, may be said to com- 
mence with his punishment on a rock in Scythia. He it 
here represented as an immortal god (14, 121), who had 
previously assisted Zeus against the Titans (199 — 220), 
and prevented him being expelled his kingdom. Zeus, 
however, conceived a spite against the race of mortals, and 
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wished to abolish them, and create a now generation. Pro- 
metheus alone of the gods (284) resisted this tyrannical 
attempt, and having sated mortals from destruction, he 
deprived them of knowledge of futurity, granting them 
hope instead (216, 260). He also taught them the use of 
fire (252), and made them acquainted with the arts of 
building, astronomy, mathematics, writing, the means of 
rendering animals subservient to the purposes of life, 
navigation, the use of simples, divination, working in 
metals, and all the arts of early civilisation (260, 446 
sqq., 480 sqq*). As a punishment for this philanthropic 
disposition (11), Jupiter ordered two of hi* ministers, Kra- 
tos and Bia, to seize him, and chain him between a ravine 
In a rook in a distant region of Scythia (1 sqq.), where he 
bewailed his lot in solitude. Hephaestus, the unwilling 
agent of the will of Zeus (14) evinced great compassion, 
but Kratos and Bin scoffed at the god as they beheld his 
sufferings. Meanwhile, the sound of the hammer in rivet- 
ing his fetters had attracted the notice of the daughters of 
Oceamis (134), and they came to see and comfort him. 
To them, in the course of conversation, Prometheus in* 
timated his firm belief that Zeus would hereafter be glad 
to release him from his chains (176, 182 sqq.). Whilst 
engaged in the narrative of his services towards Jtrve and 
of the benefits he had conferred on mortals, Ooeanus him- 
self arrived and exhorted him to submit to Zeus, and to 
refrain from the threatening language he had used (807 
sqq.). His presence gave little pleasure to the fettered 
god (298), who treated his advice with contempt, and he 
accordingly departed, the chorus, however, consisting of 
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his daughters, still remaining. At their request Pro- 
metheus entered into a detailed account of the benefits 
be had conferred upon the human race (447 — 506), at 
the same time gloomily hinting at a future destiny which 
would reverse the fortunes of Zeus and himself (518 — 520), 
which be however refuses to explain. 

By and by, Io — the unhappy victim of the passion of 
Zeus, who by the jealousy of Juno had been turned into 
a heifer, and was driven over the earth tormented by a 
stinging insect (567), and ever haunted by the ghost of 
the hundred-eyed Argus — enters, and is at once recog- 
nised by Prometheus. At the request of the chorus she 
gives a piteous recital of her sufferings, and then implores 
Prometheus to inform her as to what further troubles await 
her. He complies with her demand at great length (708 — 
870), tracing her future history down to the catastrophe 
of the Belides. He likewise hints more clearly at the 
future ruin of Zeus, declaring that he would beget by a 
certain woman a son, who would hereafter dethrone bis 
father. Zeus, feeling anxious to know the decrees of fate 
more accurately, and enraged at the threatening tone in 
which Prometheus still persevered, sends Hermes (941 
sqq.) to demand the clear explanation of bis language. 
The insolence of the messenger elicits the utmost con- 
tempt from Prometheus; and after various mutual re- 
Tilings, a thunderbolt rends the rock, and, amidst a ter- 
rific convulsion of the elements, but with unshaken forti- 
tude and confidence, Prometheus is hurled down into 
Tartarus. 

As to the accomplishment of the prophecy, it is said by 
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some authors (Apollod. ii. 5. § 4) that Zeus himself de- 
livered Prometheus, when he had been at length informed 
by him that Thetis would bear him a son, who would 
despoil him of his sovereignty (Serv. on Virg. EcL vi 42; 
Hygin. Fab. 54; -ffisch. Prom. 167 etc. 876). Others 
say that his torments lasted until another god, Chiron 
the centaur, voluntarily offered himself as a substitute 
in his place.

■ iEschylus wrote three pieces on the story of Prome- 
theus, the Betrpdriis, the \v6fi*vos, and the icvp<p6pos or ttvp- 
tctuhs, if this be not a distinct name of a fourth play. Of 
these the last was a satyric drama, acted in the year B.C. 
472, together with the Phineus, Persae, and Glaucus Pot- 
niensis, as we learn from the author of the argument to 
tiie Persae. And Hermann produces some strong reasons 
for thinking that that play was not included in the same 
tetralogy with the Prometheus Vinctus, and even conjec- 
tures«that it was the earlier composition of the two; 

From the note on vs. 365, it will appear that the Prome- 
theus Vinctus was not acted till after the year B.C. 475. 
But- it is also probable that it was not acted later than the

year B.C. 468, when Sophocles brought his first perform- 
ances upon the stage and gained the prize from jEschylus. 
For there are nowhere more than two principal actors, two 
speakers, on the stage at once ; and Aristotle, (Poet, x.) 
states that although ^Bschylus was in fact the inventor of 
the drama by introducing two speakers instead of one be- 
tween the choral odes, yet he proceeded no further in 
refinement until a third had been added by Sophocles. 
But we can make no nearer approximation to the date of 
this play. Griffiths.
